Taxes 


Town Manager Richard Bowen 
said Tuesday that he cannot yet 
predict the 1966 tax rate, or even 
report a reliable revenue figure 
for the year ahead, 

But he told the Board of Select=- 
men, the Finance Committee and 
the School Committee. in a pre= 
liminary budget conference that 
both expenditures and taxes are 
certain to go up. 

To prove his point he submitted 
a series of charts and graphs to 
illustrate the widening gap between 
revenues and expenditures in the 
years since 1962 when the tax 
began its climb from $26 to the 
present $34, 

He told the three boards that 
his specific proposals for fiscal 
programs will be included with his 
January budget document which is 
to detail both revenue and expen= 
diture estimates for 1966, 

Loosely estimated figures inthe 
still-to-be-totaled budget article 
indicate that marked increases are 
due in fire department, welfare 
and debt service costs, 

The fire department personnel 
budget, for example, is estimated 
at $334,500, up from $282,178. 
Much of this increase will go into 
the paychecks of men who must be 
hired to man the new West Andover 
fire station, due to open in 1966. 

Welfare costs are expected to 
advance from $111,622 to roughly 
$142,000, in spite of new Federal

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Supply & Demand — 


Some people are still chortling over the way the Ad- 
ministration recently wielded a subtle Federal bludgeon 
to force major producers of aluminum and copper to roll 
back programmed price increases. 

Still others view with alarm what has been widely pro- 
claimed as a major development of the Kennedy-Johnson 
era — government intervention to control the economy. 

If the experts are right, few Americans are qualified to 
make an intelligent judgment about which point of view is 
most valid. Few have the foggiest notion about what the 
‘law of supply and demand is” much less any clear idea 
of what happens to a free economy when you start tamper- 
ing with it. 

Economists, in fact, consider that ours is a nation of 
economic illiterates. They have long insisted, and surveys 
have supported their contention, that few of us understand 
the economics behind wars, strikes, booms and busts. 

Some months ago the Townsman commented editorially 
on the recorded misconceptions of high school students 
in the Greater Lawrence area about the relationships be- 
tween production, wages and prices, etc. For longer than 
that this editor has championed the cause of business 
news written to stimulate the interest of people who are 
many times removed from the executive suite and plumped 
for the creative introduction of basic economics into the 
elementary school curriculum. 

The idea of watering down economic theory for youthful 
consumption is not new. Experiments in the field are well 
advanced and at least two Commonwealth school systems 
are deep into programs of elementary economic education. 

In Lincoln first and second graders are learning, for 
example, that the team of pupils that produces gingerbread 
men assembly-line fashion accomplishes more faster (and 
uses fewer ‘‘costly’’ tools in the process) than the group 
which puts a child to making one cookie, start to finish. 

“Children might not be ready to grapple with the great 
issues of ourtime,’’ says William D. Radar, a University of 
Chicago professor who has developed economic study 
materials for fourth and fifth graders. ‘But economics is 
cumulative — it takes time to absorb. . . Right now most 
of those who set out for college think of it as a deathly 
hard subject they must try hard to avoid.” 


The situation is improving, however. In 1951, according 
to a Brookings Institute survey, only five percent of the 
nation’s high school students were exposed to a formal 
course in economics before graduation. The percentage 
is now up to 20. 

It is too late for Andover to be first with development 
of a pace-setting economic education for its public school 
students, but there is still room for pioneers. We think 
immediate attention should be given to catching up and 
the impetus for creative work in the field provided. 

Nothing unified is being done at the elementary level 
here, that much is certain. The subject is dealt with in 
the secondary school social studies program, two-thirds 
of which has just been revised. Before the balance of that 
program is buttoned up and the 1966 budget set, the 
Townsman would like to see the School Committee interest 
itself in seeing that Andover has a curriculum that makes 
the most of the latest thinking on how economics can 
be taught from kindergarten through grade twelve. 

The very survival of our economic system may depend 
upon how well and how quickly U. S, educators meet this 
challenge.

How unfortunate, at times, that we cannot revert to the 
period in Commonwealth history when Paul Revere and a 
light in the Old North Church were the speediest media 
available for the distribution of the news.

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Tufted Titmouse Has 


Chickadee’s Habits 


A fidgety, little gray bird may be 
testing a Darwinian theory in Mas= 
sachusetts. 

By doing nothing more dramatic 
than making a living in the Come 
monwealth, the tufted titmouse may 
give some hints on whether 
two species of seemingly identical 
habits can occupy the same terri~ 
tory. The titmouse and its close 
relative, the familiar black-capped 
chickadee, seem to seek the same 
food in the same way, 

A theory of Darwinian evolution 
assumes that when two species 
have identical habits and food, one 
species will be more successful 
and displace the other. 

Until about 1956 the tufted 
titmouse, a southern bird, was un= 
known in Massachusetts, A few 
rare vagrants living inConnecticut 
occasionally crossed the state line 
on a feeding foray, but such furtive 
intrusions were not regarded as 
anything substantial, Then, the bird 
began invading Massachusetts in 
numbers, 

Last February inthe third annual 
cardinal-tufted titmouse census, 
birders recorded 741 titmice in 
Massachusetts, There were 250 
titmice in Hampden County; 153 in 
Middlesex County, and 135 in Nore 
folk County, with other counties 
having fewer than 100,
